Arch-PÞ21eft and the Perchant: whercfoze ewerp thing was 
made in readineſs, accozding to the Command of the Cmperour, 
At laſt there came both the Combatants into the fiely, and pzeſented 
themſelves befoze the Eniperoz, - Being both befoze the Empero:; 
his Attcndants (Lnights and others) and the Arch ⸗ Vꝛieſt armed 
ina moſtſumptuous Armour of prof, all imboſt with Geld and 
Pearl, which made ſuch aglittcring ſhew, that it even dazled the 
eyes of th: behelders. Being thas richly armed, the Arch-Pzieft 
came fo2th into the field, and tk his xlace appointed him, at the 
one end of the Liſt, appointed fo2 that pur paſe: The Emperoꝛ be- 
holding the Gloz1ous ſhcw that the Arct-Pz2iclt made in his arms, 
called fozth the Merchant, cauſing him firſt to kneel down, and in the 
pꝛeſence of the Acmbly, dubbed hm Knight.

ſo furionfly that he unhoꝛs d his rider: and ſo hard was the fo:ztune of 
the Perchant, that in his fall, his foot hung in the irrop, where 

by he was b2ought into great danger, the hozſe hurrying him along

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Perchant not regarding bis wozds, pzeſently-put out his eyes, and 
gave him ſo many veadly blows, that he made him ſure enough fo2 
riſing to do him any harm: then the Perchant called the Par ſhals of 
the ficld, and ſaid ; Lo, here you may ſee that Jhave done my beſt en- 
deavour againſt the Arch · Pꝛieſt, and if he be vanquiſhed,ſay ſa, fo2 x 
am ſure I have bꝛought him to ſucb a paſs, that A may kill him out 
right If I pleaſe; thereſoze my requeſt now unto pou is, that you 
would conduc Alexander, Emperoz of Conſtantinople, and King 
Pepin of Frauce, hither to this place, accompanied with their waz / 
thy Loads and Knights, that they may be ear witneſſes of the con- 
feſſion which the Arch pꝛieſt ſhall make-unto them, and alſo to hear 
un what unjuſt manner he waged Combat againſt me. 

The Parſhals did acco2ding to the requeſt of the Perchant, and 
then pꝛeſently came Alexander the Emperour, with King Pcpun, 2 
all the Nobles,even tothe place where the arch; pꝛieſt lay, all ſozrow- 
ful and fully vanquiſhed.

Alas, 
dear Bzother, Jam all ſozrowful fo2 this my erro2, in that J have 
ſo rathly committed ſuch a deteſtable crime againſt you, my Lady 
your @tfter,x the reſidue of theſe great Nobles pour attendants: Let 
it ſuffice, that J behold my own folly ; what ſhall J ſay? I can but 
crave pardon fo2 my fault, and give my ſelf into your hand, do to 
me whatſoever pleaſeth vou: and fo2 a further ſatisfaction, A render 
up into your hands my Empire, with all the Regality therennto aps 
pertaining,fo2 A am altogether unwoꝛthy to rule an Empire, that am 
not Paſter of mine own affecttons. Take it I ſay, fo: A will no long 
er be ſerved; but during the reſt of my life, will become a ſervant to 
thee oz any, ſoꝛ no better have J deſerved. K. Pepin perceiving the 
Emperoꝛ ſo paſſionate, and fo humble minded, kindly tok him from 
the ground; and befoze all his Lo2ds, freely fozgave him all Treſpaſ- 
ſes. Doe that befoze they parted, there was a general Peace conclu- 
ded on both — between them, and a moſt ſpeedy courſe taken 
to ſend ab2oad into all parts of the woꝛ ld, to ſeek out the diſtreſted La- 
dy Belliſant, thus all things ſetled in oꝛder, King Pepin pzepared to 
take his leave cf the Empers3, and ſo returned back again into his 
pwn Country.

How King Pepin returned from Conftaminople into France, and after 
failed to Rowe, to tight the Sarazens that had ſurprized the City, 


1 Ing Pepin having taken his leave of Confantinople (as you 
have heard after a long journey, arri ves in France, and ſo to 
Orleance, to refreſh his long and tpꝛed Spirits, toſſed to and fro in 
melancholly and heavy cegitations, foz the woful miſchance befallen 
unto his @1fter-Belliſart, Being thus ſafely arrived, and ſeated at 
Orleance ; the Bing was right jopful, that at the laſt he had attained 
the place he ſo much deſired, by reaſon that it was one of the god⸗

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In the midſt of theſe Feaſtings and Revollings, the Eſquire that 
had the charge of the D2phan Valentine, tok and pꝛeſentes him be- 
foze the King, ſaying unte his Pajeſty on this manner 1 Dzeay 
@overaign ; Lo, here I pzeſent vefoze pou the ph D7phan that 
your Pajefty found in the Fozreſt of Orleance, and the ſame Chily 
which you commanded me to ſee bought up, not at mine own Ex- 
pence, Dead Hoveraign, but your own. y Liege, the rea- 
— make tender of him unto you at this time, ts, becauſe he 
is growing to Pans Efkate , and fo may it pleaſe your Pajeſty, 
it is time to diſpoſe of him as you pleare : The King-having hear 
the wozps of the Eſquire, called this ©zphan (named Valentine) un- 
to him, and to him by the hand, and moved divers queſtions unto 
him, all which he anſwered with much modeſty, and great wiſdom 
and being raviſhed therewith, commanded that all his C of 
Plate ſhould be given unto him. Pozeover (ſaid the King) J com- 
many that this ©:phan Valentine be dearly pzeſerved and kept, fo; 
you ſhall perceive I reſpec him above common love; I will al⸗ 
ſo, that this Infant ſhall be nouriſhed and kept with my Daughter 
Eglantine, the is both Fair, Wiſe, and well endowed with all the 
richeſt Sifts of Nature. 

The King having given this Command, it was acco2vingly ac- 
—— inſomuch that they were both under one Government, 
of one and the fame Nurſe, and had one and the ſane Attendants : 
Pea, every way they joped one in the Company of the other, in 
ſuch wile, that if the one was but alittle abſent from 2

tears fair Eglantine perceiving, would, in a tender Woman-like 
affection, accompany him, even pouring fozth her tears allo foz com- 


pany. 

At length when he ſaw tears little pzevailed, he began to fo2\ake 
it, and taking heart, boze himſelf like aan, amongſt the greateſt 
in the Court, carrying himſelf in ſuch humble and gentle frame, 
that he gained the love of all ſozts and degrees, as well Noblcs as 
Inferiours. 

Valentine thus growing up in love of the Court, all this while 
his Bꝛother Orſon runs in the Fozreſt, all rough, and covered with 
hair, like a Bear, and leading the life of a beaſt; where we leave him 
fo2 a while, and return unto the affairs of King Pepin. It ſo chanced, 
that there came into Orleance divers Ambaſſadozs from the Pope, 
demanding aid againſt the Sarazens, enemies of the holy Faith, who 
had lately taken the City ol Rome by violence: King Pepin under- 
landing hercof by divers Letters received, addzefſed himſelf and his 
powers, to make his reſiſtance againſt this common Enemy; And 
among the reſt of his wozthy Followers, he ozdained this Young 
Valentine a chief Commander. Fair Eplantine hearing that Va- 
lentine ſhould make ont, became wondzous heavy and ſozrowful ; foz 
that ſhe loved him mo2e than any other Creature, and ſecretly by 
ſtealth, ſent a Pelſenger unto him to come and ſpeak with her. And 
when he came, ſhe lighing, laid unto him: Alas Valentine, my love, 
now J am quite bereft of all my joy, foz J perceive you will betake 
your (cif to a dangerous War : Gentle Love, leave me not ſo deſo- 
late, would to the Gods, that I had neither Father no2 Friend in the 
wozld to contradict |, then ſhauldſt thou ſon perceive how 
well my affecion ſta thy perſon : Foz if wiſhes might avail, J 
ſwear (by the Gods) thoif art the only man A would joyn my ſelf un⸗ 
to in the bands of Marriage; and then ſhoulvef thou be the N. of 
France, and J Naeen. The young man hearing her idle imaginati⸗ 
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ons; ſaid, Padam, leave theſe womanilh datages, you know J am 
no perſon fitting your A on a found ſti ay, that your Father 
hath cauſed long time to be fo2 charity ſake. A am ia way 
either fitting you, 02 the meaneſt Damoſel attending your perſon, 
make your ** elle where, joyn Royal blood unto pours,4 fo with 
all duty A take my leave;x commend you to the Gods Maping than 
ended his ſp&ech, away he goes, leaving the pz Lavy all heavy 
deſolate, and in the midſt of mourning. bn np A 

By this the King and all tis retinue were in a readineſs to 
depart, and taking their way from Orleance towards. Rome, they 
went thzongh a mighty Fozreſf, and being entred, the King called 
his Lo2ds and Barons together, and ſajd thus unta them: Dy 
Lo2ds, it is not unknown to you, that in theſe Mods (as repozt 
goeth) there liveth a ſtrange Ponſter, a Wild-man, much fearcd cf 
ers, which ſpectacleof mans ſhape, I to behald: be- 
loze J venture out any further upon our intended Aopage fa Rome. 
The Lo2ds generally conſented, and the Chaſe was fubden]y ax- 
pointed. ng entred the Wood, they chaled diy rs ſozts of wild⸗ 
beaſts ; and overcame them: but as fog Orſon the wild man. nome 
burſt fure the finding forth of him, ſave only his Brother Vu 
lentine (but he knew nothing) and he followed fill the chaſe ; heping 
atlaſt both to find and to fight with him alſo Every way they be⸗ 
girt the Mov, ſome one way, ſome ancther : The Bing himſc!f 
venturing ſo ſar, that he came befoze a Cave, dar lt and cbſcure,whcre- 
as the Mild man uſed to hide himſelf. Orſon perceiving the Bing, 
ruſhed out upon him, caught him within'his Nails (the whtch 
were long and crooked) and in rough and ravenous manner, caft 
bim on the groune. The King-thus ſuddenly ſurp2ized by a ſavage 
man; never lookt foz life,but in a piteous manner cryed dut fo? help, 
who was ſeconded by a valiant Knight at Arms, which eſpying the 
Ring fo be almoſt ſtrangled, ſuddenly dzew his Þwozd to have ran 
the Wildanan thzough, Or ſon pecceiving the glittering Swoꝛd leckt 
the King, and ran furtonſly upon the Knight, tk bim in his arms 
and overthzew him Yozſe and all. The Volt ſoze affrighted, get 
up again and in a mad fit ran up and down the Foꝛzeſt; but as fo} 
the Rider, (though a At. at Arms) Orſon held him fo faſt with his 
Twangs and Talons, that at laſt he pulled him in pieces, In the 
mean ſpaco the King eſcaped, and meeting part of his Cempanp. rt⸗

When' they were come unto Rome, K. Pepin defired battel, and 
would lain underſtand the ftate that the City now tay in, undet the 
—_— of the Sarazens, but it was fold him he ſhould not be tw in- 
ive of thoſeaffairs ; fo2 the Admiral of — — 
p213ed the City, and put multitudes to the ſwoꝛd, and had 
defaced all the Churches, and made them Temples fit foz © Pe 
theniſh Idols; and he conſtrained the Pope, with his Cardinals, 
Arch-Biſhops, Bilhops, Pꝛiozs, Ponks, Friers, and all the Eccles 
ſiaſtical perſons, fo2 to ſcrve at their Peatheniſh Altars, and to 
ſacrifice to their Devils, after the cuſtom of the Peathens. When 
Bing Pepin underſtood hercof, he was much enraged, to hear that 
- the-CTh:iſftians were thus captivated by Peathens : wherefoze he

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CHAP, XI. 

How King Pepin beſieged Rome, and how /alentine juſted with the 

Admiral of the Sarazens, and flew him, whereby the City. was 
telieved, and won again from the Sarazens. 


Ing Pepin being thus come to Rome, {beſieged it, 4 after ſome 
few days ſpent, he called about him his Barons, Knights, and 
mighty men of Mar, and began to ſpeak unto them in this manner: 
Py Lo2ds and followers, you well know that this Yeatheniſh Av- 
miral, Enemy to the Cha iſtian Faith, and Church of Rome, hath 
put many Ch2iltiaas to the Sws2d, and violently trodden under fat 
all fuch as withſtood his power ; Therefoze, it is our Duties to cas 
miſerate their Eftate that are thus overthzown, and to try the foz- 
tune of a Battel againſt thoſe Beatheniſh Pagans, and either dꝛivs 
them out of the City, 02 leave our dead Carkales as a Pꝛex, as ma- 
ny have done befoze. UWherefoze, A King Pepin, reſting upon this 
reſolution, would fain find oat a man fs bear unto the P2ond Av/ 
miral a Letter of defiance in my name. King Pepin having finiſhed 
his ſ pech, there was none amongſt them made him any anſwer to 
his requeſt. At length Valentineſging all ſtand mute, ſte pped fozth 
befoze the Emperoz, and began to ſpeak on this manner: Might v

Valentine pzepared himſelf thereunto, and no \@ner had he received 


the Letters, but he tok leave of the King, and all his Train, and 
being bzavely mounted, he tok his way towards Rome, and ſo to 
the Palace where the Admiral lay. o coming thither, he came be- 
ze the Admiral, and ſaluted * this manner: The Gods 
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p2eſerve the Noble and puiſant King Prom, my Lo2d and ©0- 
veraign: and Mahomet whom thou ferveſt,, ſave and defend thee 
redotthted Admiral, When Valentine had thus ſpoken, the Admiral 
rowzed hem from his Chair, and with fierce and frowning bꝛow, re⸗ 
plied thus unto him: Pefſenger return, and get the gone out of 
my light, and ſay thus unto King Pepin, will him either to renounce 
his Faith, and believe on Mahomet, oz efelet him le to receive no 
other ſentence than death: and ſo him, together with all his 
« ands and Kingdom: Get thee gone, and make here no longer abode, 
g0. J (ay, reply net a woꝛd, ſoꝛ my heart is all enraged that ſo long 
I ſuker thee. 
Again, J tell the, that foz thy part, thou haſt committed a 
haughty enterp2iſe, thus to enter my Pallace, to deliver any ſuch 
Mellage unto me. Whereſoze J aCure the, by the height of my Pa- 
jeſty, If that J did aſurcyly know, that what thou haſt done were 
tyꝛougij pꝛide of heart and inſolency, thereby to make a mock at our 
Þajeity, thou ſhould ſt never return to King Pepin, to carry an an- 
ſwer to thy pꝛoud Maſters Letters. Valentine hearing theſe hot and 
furious wozbs- ſounding frem the Admiral, began to be afraid : 
Wherefoze deliberating with himſelf what to reply, he milylyſaio, 
High and mighty Empero2, do not imagine that by peine m p2e- 
ſumption J am come before ou; ſoꝛ when you ſhall underfand the 
manner of my ccming,you will be aſtonied thereat. Why then (quoth 
tte Admiral) ſay on, tell us how thou art come, fo2 J ſwear by Ma- 
honet, I ſhall take great pleaſure in hearing the relate thine enter- 
prize. Then ſaid Valentine, Sir, ſo it is, that J was actufed to King 
Pe pin fop a Coward; and that ſince I came with him to this Mar, J 
would ſecretly have ſtolen away frem the Camp, and returned back 
again into France: Fos which / great Admiral) the ing had me in 
arcatdrfgrace, and vowed the next mo2ning to ſmite off my head J 
perceiving my (elf in this danger, ſought rather to ſave my lile, 
than toloſe vath Life and Vonour and therefoze gave it fozth tbꝛough⸗ 
out the Ccurt, that J would undertaketo come unto your Court to 
dene yeu on & ing Pepins behalf, and thercwithal, that J would 
challenge vou to bzeak thze Spears with you in ſingle Combate, 


to try pour valiancy, and to win unto my ſelf thar loſt Yonour that 
n I told unto you ; Wherefoze my requeſt is, that pour 
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Gꝛeatneſs would grant me — requeſt, otherwiſe J dare never re⸗ 
turn again, leſt the A ing put me to death. The Admiral hearing 
this pittiful, yet cunning tale of Valentine; ſaid unto him: Son J 
do ſwear by Mahomer, thou ſhalt not be refuſed ; but at this inſtant 
I offer thee the Jufts, and to the end that-thoſe French men that lye 
in ſiege beloꝛe the City may have a ſight thereof, and ſe& thy valour, 
J will oꝛdain the place of Jui ing to be without the City. Valentine 
humbly thankedhim, and in token of his Acceptance and feigned 
Love, he fell down and kiſſed the feet of the Admiral. Valentine 
grew into great favour in the Admirals Court, but yet it often trou- 
bled his mind, that he could never underſtand who were his Parents. 
But while he beſtowed, his wand2ing thoughts hereabout, the Ad⸗ 
miral ſaid thus unto him: Fair Don, methinks pou are very pen- 
ſive and ſad. Tis true (quoth he) and not without cauſe, foz J am 
much alt aid that A ſhall be Cain in theſe Juſts, wherefoze my requeſt 
is, that J may have a ConfeCo2 to give me Abſolgtion fo my ſins, 
then the Admiral commanded that a Pꝛieſt ſhould be bꝛought vnto 
aim: The Pꝛieſt being come, ſaid unto Valentine; Now confeſs 
you unto. me; Valentine getting the Pꝛieſt aſide, and being together, 
be ſaid thus unto him: Sir, you are aChziſtian Pꝛieſt, and abo be 
all other, you ought moſt to defend the Chꝛill ian Faith, wherefoze 
hearken to that J ſhall tell yon, fo2 it is a thing requireth great 
ſecreſie. Thus it is, You know that this day J am to juſt with 
the Peatheniſh Admiral, the greateſt Gnenry of Chziſtian People: 

Now J am well aſſured that a great number di the Sarazens will 
iCae fo2th ot the City, to be eye-witnefſCes of theſe ulis, to be held 
without the walls of the City. Therefoze pou ſhall give warning 
to all Chriſtians to ke p within the Walls, arming themſel ves in 
a readineſs, and cloſely kep it from the ears of the Pagans: ſa 
when the Pagans are come fo2th to behold the Juſts, the Cheiſtians 
ſuddenly ſhall ſurprize the Guards that keeps the Gates, and if 
any Putiny arife, let them keep out thoſe that are out. And ſend 
h PefCenger to King Pepin of what is done, that he with his Army 
may come unto them that are without, while thoſe within are 
ſet on by the armed Chrilti 0 begirting them on every fide,

But ſith the King hath been told here- 
of, and he regardeth not our complaint, it is therefo:e hightime to 
t.ke Uengeance of thee in our own And Hauſrey liſt up his 
filt,ar.d calling him Traytoꝛ, ſmote Valentine on the face, ſo that the 
blood ran aut of his mouth. Henry on the other ſive came to him, and 
with aGlave thought to have mitten Valentine to the earth. Orſon 
xerceiving they were in earneſt, out, and gave Haufray ſuch a 
trgak with his rongh hand, that de dim, and after ran to Henry, 
and girded him ſo between his arms, that if the « adies had not been 
in pꝛetente to have appeaſed his wzath, he had deſtroyed them both 
at once. 

This tauſed en Outery in the Chamber, whereat came all the 
Barons cf the Court, to know the cauſe of this ſudden clamgar, but 
wh en they umderſtod that Orſon had dealt ſo violently with the Ks 
Dons, they would have killed him with their S woꝛds. Valentine per- 
tei ving their fury to ariſe, dꝛew his Swoꝛd, and ſwoze, that if any of 
them offered violence to Orſon, he would run them thozow, this ſaid,

And as 
foz pou Haufray and Henry, J (es right well that pou are even ſwal- 
len ful of malice again Valemine; wherefoze I charge you from 
hencefozth;that you attempt no ill againſt him, foz here J vow, that 
J would not loſe him foz the beſt Baron in my Land, fo2 J have 
made many tryals of his love and faithfulneſs toward me: and with 
this anſwer Hauftay and Henry departed,although ſozrowful in heart, 
that they could not wo2k their wills upon him. 

They being gone, Valentine taped itil in the Kings Yall 1y0ngft

mn. hn allailed him. Now here 
Kand;foz the better oʒdering your this Gen Knight 
here ſpoken of, was Brother to Ferragus, the Gyant that kept th: 
—— in his Caſtle, who was the diſtreſſed Mother of theſe 
two Infants bozn in the Md, called Valentine and Orſon, as 1s 
befoze declared. Duke Savary perceiving no hope vf aid from Bing

Thus 
fell Fezon into a dangerous fit of diſcontent, inſomuch, as with this 
extremity of ſo2zrow, ſhe had well mgh finiſhed her days, had not the 
reſt of the Ladies attending, laboured to comfozt her in this great 
ſozrow, with ſhe was almoſt overcome.
